Etl Welter Gets $350 Fine and 120 


Days in Jail After Practically 


Two Trials. 


STATE 
HAS 
NEW 
EVIDENCE 


Shows by Freight Agent Walter Re­ 


ceived 2 Barrels of Liquor 


Day Before Raid. 


For the second time this week 
Eddie Wolter was found guilty of 
conducting a “blind tiger*’ and was 
fined $350 and sentenced to jail for 
120 days by the jury: The case was 
concluded about 
ten-thirty o’clock 
last night after 
being in progress 
since one-thirty o'clock in the after­ 
noon. 
Fie was 
practically 
tried twice 
yesterday. 
All the 
evidence 
had 
been submitted and the case 
was 
about ready for the jury when the 
defense discovered that the record 
did not show an arraignment and a 
plea. 
On this ground a motion was 
filed to 
dismiss the ease. 
Judge 
Voting refused to dismiss the case, 
hut discharged the jury. 
The court then ordered the jury 
impaneled again and the trial started 
all over again. lie held that since no 
plea had been entered there could be 
no trial and Wolter practically went 
on trial for the second time within 
the day. 
There was no time taken 
out for supper and the second and 
real trial went forward just as soon 


a s tin1 record was made to show an 
arraignment. 
The trial in this case 
was based on the raid on the Wolter 
pool room and home on March 4 and 
was the first of the three raids. Fol­ 
lowing the verdict of the jury, an 
appeal was taken to the circuit court 
and the bond was placed at $000. 
Wolter gave bond. 
It h a s been a long time since so 
many legal questions entered a case 
in police court us were brought out 
in this trial. 
First the defense mov­ 
ed a dismissal on the grounds of for­ 
mer jeopardy, maintaining that this 
case should have been tried first and 
that the other cases wore a continu­ 
ous offense. 
Then a motion was 
filed to make John Titsworth, who 
was assisting 
the state, 
show his 
authority. 
The state won out on 
every one of these points. 
in bringing out the evidence, the 
state was restricted by the court 
and was not allowed to refer to the 
other two raids. 
The evidence had 
to bo confined to 
this case alone. 
The only new thing brought out by 
tlu* state was that Wolter had re­ 
ceived a shipment of two barrels of 
liquor on March 3, which was 
the 
day before the raid. The state play­ 
ed heavily on this fact and showed 
that Wolter must have been operat­ 
ing a “blind 
tiger" although 
the 
liquor could not he found. 
This evi­ 
dence was brought out through W. 
1». Garrigns, agent for the 0* If. & 1). 
Outside of this additional evidence, 
the testimony was about the same as 
at the first trial. The state introduc­ 
ed the receipt for Wolier’s govern­ 
ment license from the internal reve­ 
nue office and showed that posses­ 
sion of a government license in “dry" 
territory. was prima facia evidence 
of a “ blind tiger.’’ 
The defense did not introduce any 
evidence and rested following the 
state’s testimony. 
In arguing the 
case, the 
attorneys on both 
sides 
made many personal jabs. Mr. Tits­ 
worth spoke first for the state and 
Prosecutor Stevens closed the ease. 
The jury was out about forty min­ 
utes in obtaining a verdict.

London Rumor is That Vice-Admir­ 


al of Allied Fleet in Dardan­ 


elles Was Killed. 


BOMBARDMENT IS 
RESUMED 


Aside From Loss of Three 
Battle­ 


ships. No Serious Causalities 


Result, it is Stated. 


(B y United F reu.} 
London, March 20.—Vice Admiral 
Carden, commanding the allied ficet 
of the Dardanelles, either was killed 
or badly wounded in the engagement 
inside the straits on Thursday, ac­ 
cording to a report reaching here to­ 
day. 


Unofficial denials came from the 
admiralty. 
It was stated that aside 
from the loss of the French battle­ 
ship Bouvet and the British battle­ 
ships Irresistible and Ocean, no ser­ 
ious causalities had been suffered 
by the allied 
ficet. 
Dispatches 
to 
the admiralty today said tlmt forts 
Kilad Bahr and Chanak, guarding 
the Dardanelles narrows, were dam­ 
aged 
by 
the 
Anglo-French 
fleet 
which withdrew. 
The report 
came 
from 
Athens 
that the part of the fleet had re-en­ 
tered the straits and that the shell­ 
ing of the narrows forts had been 
resumed. 
In the addition the 
Gaulois, a 
French battleship, slightly smaller 
than the Bouvet was put out of ac­ 
tion by Turk shells and compelled to 
leave the firing lino and the British 
battleship Inflexible had its forward 
part badly damaged by the explo­ 
sion of a shell and also was compell­ 
ed to leave tlu* battle line. 
The sinking of these ships oeeur- 
ed in the midst of the bombardment 
of Forts Kilid Bahr. Chanak Kal­ 
es s i, Sousian Dare. Dardanus and 
Kephez Point all of which suffered 
heavily, but replied vigorously to the 
fire of the fleet. 
The town of Dardanelles i> re­ 
ported to have been set on fire by 
the explosion of a great magazine, 
struck squarely by a shell from the 
fleet. 
An Athens dispatch says that 
the town is s( ill burning. 
The British Admiralty statement, 
announcing the 
lo>s of the s h i p s , 
says that t h e operations in the Dar­ 


d a n e l l e s are being continued. 
The Admiralty 
statements 
adds 
that the battleships Queen and Im­ 
placable have been dispatched from 
England to replace the lost British 
ships. 
\ ice Admiral Sackville Hamilton 
Carden, who i.s ill. has been suc­ 
ceeded in command at the Dardan­ 
elles by Rear Admiral John M. De- 
Robeck.

Acts of Recent Legislature Are 
Explained by Expert, John A. Lapp 


a: 


(This is the sixth of 
a 
series of 
articles written for the United Press 
by John A. Lapp, director of the 
bureau of 
legislative 
information, 
explaining the new state luws.) 


Largely as a result of an investi­ 
gation conducted 
by a committee 
consisting of three state senators 
appointed two years ago. 
The gen­ 
eral assembly at its last session en­ 
acted four important drainage laws, 
one of which constitutes a distinct 
innovation in drainage legislation in 
this state, and two of which materi­ 
ally change the method of maintain­ 
ing and repairing drains. 


Under these news laws the method 
of cleaning drains by allotment is 
discontinued. 
Two 
alternative 
plans are offered. 
In one case the 
repair of public drains is under the 
supervision of the township trustee 
and in the other the work is plac­ 
ed in charge of the board of county 
commissioners and the county s u r ­ 
veyor. 
The township trustee is re­ 
quired to divide all drains into two 
classes, half of which 
arc 
to be 
cleaned each alternative year. The 
county commissioners only assume 


jurisdiction when petitioned to do so 
Each law provides for the creation 
and replenishment of an emergency 
fund to bo used in repairing 
tile 
grains and 
cleaning 
obstructions 
from open drains. 
Provision is al­ 
so made for 
the 
betterment 
of 
drains and the conversion of open 
drains into the tile drains. 
The most 
extensive 
piece 
of 
drainage legislation provides for the 
organization of drainage, 
sanitary 
or reclamation districts for the pur­ 
pose of constructing 
drains 
and 
keeping them 
in perpetual 
repair 
when completed. 
The affairs of the 
district are administered by a board 
of supervisors elected by the inter­ 
ested landowners. 
A fourth law provides that when 
any drain ha^ beeu constructed by 
the mutual consent of the owners of 
contiguous lands, the drain shall Ik* 
considered a drain for the mutual 
benefit of all parties concerned and 
may not be obstructed without the 
consent of all 
persons 
interested 
and in case of the sale of any land 
affected the drain passes to each 
subsequent owner 
as 
a perpetual 
easement.

Charles L. Henry, president of the 
indiannpois A Cincinnati 
Traction 
company, has announced that a new 
operating time card will be put Into 
effect Sunday, March 28, one week 
from tomorrow, in

vember 1, 1914.

Here’s a little recipe by 
you can 
find 
out. 
Take 
damp cellar, flood i( with some three 
to six inches of almost ice-cold mud. 
At a height of five feet 
from the 
floor stretch a tangle of wires, turn 
an electric current into the 
wires 
and let the voltage be so heavy that 
every wire will he as deadly as a 
third rail. How blow out the 
light, 
crawl to the middle of the floor in 
the darkness and stand erect on the 
floor and trust to 
blindness 
that 
your head won’t touch the 
wires. 
These (dunged wires in the darkness 
represent the train of 
the 
bullets 
Hying above you. 
Of course, if you 
want to be safe in the 
cellar you 
can keep your head down, but if 
you did that in the trenches you 
would he neglecting your duty. It is 
your duty for instance to fire eight 
bullets an hour if yon are on guard. 
W atchful eyes of the 
officers 
will 
discover whether you are 
shooting 
into the air or whether you are do- 
in it wit by our aim fixed on the ene­ 
mies’ trenches, and a good sentinel 
is expected to raise his head above 
the trenches every ten 
minutes to 
>ee what is going on outside. 


Victor 
Chapman, 
a 
Harvard 
graduate, who was with me in the 
trenches, was something of a philo­ 
sopher, and he used to say, “The 
danger of being shot is very small. 
1 he trail of a bullet is very small, 
the space around you a s compared 
with the trail of a bullet i- one mil­ 
lion to one, so tlie chances of being 
h i t arc in that same proportion.” 
But it didn’t work with Chapman 
at all. 
He was hit the 
very 
first 
day, in the arm. 
The trenches are an underground 
oity filled with 
unspeakable 
dirty 
citizens. 
They are in a 
tangle 
of 
sunken streets, tlie houses arc holes 
in the earth and tin* streets, in my 
district, converged 
in 
one 
place, 
which Americans called “ Long Acre 
Square” into a very exclusive tri­ 
angle where all the 
officers 
lived. 
There are street signs 
too, 
telling 
how to reach this or that officer’." 
hole in the ground, and 
now 
and 
then there are danger signs warning 
the passer-by to keep his head low. 
It was a two-mile journey through 
the trenches from our front to the 
rear trench and on this journey one 
would meet and pass 
many 
men. 
The soWiers always speak to each 
others at such meeting just as two 
men pass the time of day on a coun­ 
try road. 
The lieutenant is practi­ 
cally the mayor of this underground 
city; 
the sergeants might be liken­ 
ed to a policemen. 
Theer is trading under way. 
To­ 
bacco is the money and the store­ 
keeper is the chap wTho, at any cer­ 
tain time, has more 
of 
something 
than lie wants and less of another 
than lie needs, so that every man is 
a village store keeper at one time or 
another. 
Do you want to go to a music 
hall? There’s sure to be a certain 
dugout somewhere in the 
trenches 
where musical men gather. 
In our 
trenches George Ullard, 
a 
negro, 
from Galveston, Tex., played won­ 
derfully on a banjo with one string, 
and in our mud hut there was the 
music of mouth organs and accord- 
ian and Ullard’s banjo every night. 
The German trench was only forty- 
five feet away from us at this point 


evening and cheer. 
There are many little tasks with 
which the 
citizens 
of the 
trench 
town busy themselves. 
You’ll see a 
man cleaning his rifle, another will 
be refloring his hut with straw, an­ 
other will be rigging a bottle on a 
stock for the Germans to shoot at, 
two or three may he preparing a 
dummy figure for a German target 
and another may be marking his in­ 
itials in the side of the 
trench 
by 
sticking his empty cartridge 
shells 
into the earth. 
There 
are 
artists 
too in this strange colony. 
Almost 
every day 
there 
was 
a 
wooden 
tombstone or 
two to 
prepare. 
It 
was my duty to decorate the tomb­ 
stone with some sort of design, and 
a Belgian named Durmino always 
did the lettering. 
You might find us 
almost any forenoon working away 
with a redhot poker burning names 
and decorating in a wooden cross 
which we had constructed out of 
any piece of wood we could find. 
There were 3 Americans in 
my 
machine squad of sixteen men— Eu­ 
gene Jacobs, who still owns a butch­ 
er shop in Pawtucket, R. I., 
Vic­ 
tor Chapman of New York and my­ 
self, and on Thanksgiving day we 
arranged a feast in our 
hut. Jose 
\mes, an Argentinian, heard 
that 
we had picked up some stray chick­ 
ens and had shot a goose and that 
Jacobs was cooking them for some 
sort of a banquet and 
he 
invited 
himself 
saying, 
“ 1 
know 
what 
Thanksgiving day is, and I’m South 
American, so 1 think 
I 
ought 
to 
come.” 
The other twelve men in the squad 
didn’t know what Thanksgiving day 
was but they knew chicken 
when 
they smelled them, 
so 
we 
invited 
them all. 
The chicken was serve< 
out of a huge, 
magnificent 
china 
bowl, which we had found in the de­ 
serted house of the mayor of a smal 
town nearby. 
Chapman, who knows 
antiques when he sees 
them, 
Sait 
the howl was at least three hundret 
years old and that he was going t< 
take it home with him when he loft 
the trenches. 
But one day when lit 
permitted 
five 
infantrymen 
of 
newly arrived division to sleep 
m 
our hut, a shell 
struck 
the 
roof, 
broke tin* bowl and killed five men. 
We left the men and bowl buried in 
the caved in hut and 
built a 
now 
house.

Report at District Teachers Meeting 


Shows Average in Grades is 


58.3 Per Cent. 


GETS HIGHER AS PUPILS RISE 


Greatest Improvement in Writing is 


Revealed Between the Third 


and Fifth Grades. 


Of much importance at the ses­ 
sion this morning of the Sixth Dis­ 
trict Educational Association meet­ 
ing here was the sectional meeting 
on “Handwriting,” in which the dis­ 
cussion was led by J. 
W. 
Holton, 
superintendent of 
the 
Shelbyviile 
schools. 
He has devoted consider­ 
able time to the tabulation of the 
results. 
Summed up, they are as f o l l o w s : 
the papers of 6,034 pupils 
in 
the 
district, in the grades from three to 
eight inclusive, graded 
on 
quality 
of pennmanship revealed an 
aver­ 
age of 58.3 per eet. 
The average of 
the 
quality 
of 
writing in the different grades, ta­ 
ken as a whole in the district, is as 
follows: Grade three, 49,5 per cent; 
grade four, 53.7; 
grade five, 
59.6; 
grade six, 63.6; 
grade 
seven 
63; 
grade eight, 63.3. 
The general average of the writ­ 
ing in the various groups from one 
to seven is as follow’s; 
Group one, 
68.2; 
group two, 65.8; group three, 
61.4; group four, 57.1; group five, 
56.8; 
group six, 54.8; 
group sev­ 
en 52.1. 
In each of the counties 
of 
the 
Sixth district and in each of 
the 
city schools a test of the writing of 
the pupils was made. 
The papers 
handed in, each of the rooms, were 
graded and the results passed to su­ 
perintendent Holton who 
compiled 
them. 
There is a variance in several of 
the returns, caused by the papers 
being graded by different 
persons. 
The totals, however, are fairly ac­ 
curate. 
Mr. Holton is pleased with 
the results he 
has 
obtained 
but 
who would favor the idea of having 
all papers submitted graded bv the 
sume person. 
In making his tabic Prof. Holton 
numbered the cities and towns and 
counties included in the report as lie 
did not desire to make known the 
names of the various places. 
The manuscripts submitted by the 
6,034 pupils represented every kind 
of writing that was ever known to 
man. 
Some of it was hardly legible, 
while other papers were real works 
of art in penmanship. 
It shows the 
wide variance that has existed in 
persons in the matter 
of 
writing, 
since the beginning of time. 
The per cent shown in the differ­ 
ent grades of the different

a premium, he said, on

trance. 
Dr. Ellis said that the greatest 
pedagogic discovery of the eentury 
was that every mental state is fol­ 
lowed by some motor activity. 
He 
pointed out that high 
school 
and 
college students were 
held 
up 
to 
ridicule by newspaper puragraphers 
and vaudeville singers, but the calm, 
sober judgment of the 
educational 
world is that they are impatient of 
restraint. 
They seem to think 
this 
is 
a 
young person’s world, he said, re­ 
membering the great 
achievements 
of great men at early age but neg­ 
lecting to learn that 
every 
truly 
great and wonderful achievement is 
the child of a mature mind. 
He ci­ 
ted examples from history. 
Dr. Ellis said young people seem 
to be inclined to profligacy of time 
and resources—intellectual, 
physi­ 
cal and heart resources. 
He 
ad­ 
vised teachers to guard against this. 
He said the most manifest char­ 
acter detect “that has come to u s " 
is that young people do not under­ 
stand that “we arc 
brethcrn 
the 
world over.” 
This is but the natur­ 
al outgrowth, he asserted, 
because; 
men have been trained to arms to 
defy one another “as beasts in the 
jungle.” 
He declared that the greatest dis­ 
covery for teachers is that man is 
nothing but a nervous system which 
will respond to stimuli and 
made 
o f man “this or that.” 
When child­ 
ren come t<> sch o o l, he said, 
their 
suceptibilities 
are along 
emotional 
lines— the heart. 
Now 
it is 
the 
business of the teachers, he stated 
with much emphasis, to suggest de­ 
velopment along the 
subtler 
emo­ 
tional lines. 
Teachers 
must 
feed 
the child’s mind at this time, he a s­ 
serted, with emotional books. 
With all of 
his 
powerful 
elo­ 
quence, I)r. Ellis pleaded for good 
human interest stories well told in 
tho schools. 
11« gave excellent ex­ 
ample of his pleadings by repeating 
some good human 
interest 
stories 
that stirred the 
large 
audience of 
teachers.

D i. Black stated that he had writ­ 
ten 49 superintendents, 130 depart­ 
mental principals and 185 teachers 
anil the data he obtained wus quite 
interesting. 
This data was read to 
the teachers last night and for the

It was shown that in reply to his 
letters thirty schools in the 
sixth, 
seventh and eighth grades and three 
only m the eighth grade.

Dr. Black urged the teachers to 
select those subjects

He cited history as an ex­ 
ample and stated that it was not 
necessary to go into detail with tho

general head but to give the work so 
as to interest the pupils. 
As to sal­ 
aries of departmental 
teachers Dr. 
Black stated that the minimum sal­ 
ary ranged from $630 to $1,250 a 
year and the average in this state 
was $870. 
lie stated that 
in some 
schools 
the 
plan 
of 
promotion 
differed. 
Some promote by grades and others 
by subjects. 
He stated

school in Indianapolis promoted by

out for supper and the second and 
real trial went forward just as soon 
as the record was made to show an 
arraignment. 
The trial in this ease 


was based on the raid on the Wolter 
poril room and home on March 4 and 
was the Mvst of the three raids. Fol- 
lowing; the verdict of the jury, an 
appeal was taken to the circuit court 
and the bond was placed at -fliOO. 
\Yolter gave bond. 


It has been a long t"110 since so 


m:my legal questions entered a. ease 
in police court a.s were brought out 
in tins trial. First the defense mov- 
ed a dismissal on the grounds of for- 
mer jeopardy, maintaining that, this 
case should have heen tried first and 
that the other cases were n continu- 
ous offense.

The only new thing brought out by 
the slate was that \Yolter had re- 
ceived a shipment of two barrels of 
liquor on March .'>, which was 
the 


day before (he raid. The state play- 
ed heavily on this fact and showed 
that Wolter must have been operat- 
ing a "blind 
tiger" although 
the 


liquor could not be found. This evi- 
dence was brought out through W. 
15. Garrigus, agent for the 0. H. & D. 


Outside of this additional evidence, 


the testimony was about the same as 
at the first trial. The state introduc- 
ed the receipt for Woller's govern- 
ment license from the internal reve- 
nue office and showed that posses- 
sion of a government license in "dry" 
territory. was prima facia evidence 
of a "blind tiger/' 


The defense did not introduce any

London Rumor is That Vice-Admir 


al of Allied Fleet in Dardan- 


elles Was Killed. 


BOMBARDMENT IS 
RESUMED 


Aside From Loss of Three Battle' 


ships, No Serious Causalities 


Result, it is Stated. 


(By United Pren.) 


London. March 20.—Vice Admiral 


C'ardeu, commanding the allied tleet 
of the Dardanelles, either was killed 
or badly wounded in the engagement 
inside the straits on Thursday, ac- 
cording to a report reaching here to- 
day. 


Unofficial denials came from the 


admiralty. 
It was stated that aside 


from the loss of the French battle- 
ship Bouvet and the British battle- 
ships Irresistible and Ocean, no ser- 
ious causalities had been suffered 
by the allied fleet. Dispatches 
to 


the admiralty today said that fort 
Kilad Bahr and Ohanak, guarding 
the Dardanelles narrows, were dam- 
aged 
by 
the 
Anglo-French 
fleet 


which withdrew. 


The report 
came 
from Athens 


that the part of the fleet had re-en- 
tered the straits and that the shell- 
ing of the narrows forts had been 
resumed. 


In the addition the 
Gaulois, a 


French battleship, slightly smaller 
than the Bonvet was put out of ac- 
:ion by Turk shells and compelled to 
.eave the firing line and the British 
Battleship Inflexible had its forward 
part badly damaged by the explo- 
sion of a shell and also was compell- 
ed to leave the battle line. 


The sinking of these ships occur- 


ed in the midst of the bombardment 
of Forts Kilid Bahr. Chanak Kal- 
essi, Sousian Dere. Dardanus and 
Kephez Point all of which suffered 
leavily, but replied vigorously to the 
fire of the fleet. 


The town of Dardanelles is re- 


ported to have been set on fire by 
:he explosion of a great magazine, 
struck squarely by a shell from the 
tleet. An Athens dispatch says that 
:he town is still burning. 


The British Admiralty statement, 


announcing the loss of the ships, 
says that the operations in the Dar- 
danelles are being continued.

Acts of Recent Legislature Are

Largely as a result of an investi- 


gation eondnctcd 
by a committee 


consisting of tbrco slate senators 
appointed two years ago. The gen- 
oral assembly at its last session en- 
acted four important drainage laws, 
one of which constitutes a distinct 
innovation in drainage legislation in 
this state, and two of which materi- 
ally change the method o£ maintain- 
ing and repairing drains.

The general average of the writ- 


ing in the various groups from one 
.0 seven is as follows; Group one,

In each of the counties of 


Sixth district and in each of 
city schools a test of the writing of 
Jie pupils was made. 
The papers

There is a variance in several of 


the returns, caused by the papers 
aeiug graded by different 
persons. 


The totals, however, are fairly ac- 
curate.

In making his table Prof. Holton 


numbered the cities and towns and 
counties included in the report as lie 
did not desire to make known the 
names of the various places.

Some of it was hardly legible, 
while other papers were real works 
of art in penmanship. It shows the

He said the most manii'est char- 


acter defect "that has come to us" 
is that young people do not under- 
stand that "we are 
brethern 
the 


ivorld over." This is but the natur- 
al outgrowth, he asserted, because 
uen have been trained to arms to 
defy one another "as beasts in the 
jungle." 


He declared that the greatest dis- 


covery for teachers is that man is 
nothing but a nervous system which 
will respond to stimuli and 
made 


of man "this or that." When child- 
ren come to school, lie said, 
their 


sucoptibilitie.s 
are along emotional 


lines—the heart. 
Now 
it is 
the 


business of the teachers, lie stated 
with much emphasis, to suggest de- 
velopment along the 
subtler emo- 


tional lines. 
Teachers 
must 
feed 


Hie child's mind at this time, he as- 
serted, with emotional books. 


With all of 
his 
powerful 
elo- 


quence. Dr. Ellis pleaded for good 
human interest stories well told in 
tho schools. He gave excellent ex- 
ample of his pleadings by repealing 
some good human 
interest stories 


that stirred the large 
audience of 


teachers. 


will interest other teachers as well. 
Dr. Black stated that he had writ- 
ten 40 superintendents, 130 depart- 
mental principals and 185 teachers 
and the data he obtained was quite 
interesting. This data was read to 
the teachers last night and for the 
most part constituted the address 
It was shown that in reply to his 
letters thirty schools in the 
sixth, 


seventh and eighth grades and three 
only in the eighth grade. 


According to the date obtained by 


Dr. Black a majority of the super- 
intendents favored the departmental 
plan as it gave the pupils special 
preparation. 
Some 
superintend- 


ents, according to Dr. Black stated 
thai the department work had 
a 


tendency to overwork the pupils and 
tended towards large classes. 


Dr. Black urged the teachers to 


select those subjects which would 
create a greater interest among the 
pupils. He cited history as an ex- 
ample and stated that it was not 
necessary to go. into detail with tho 
various subjects coming under 
the 


general head but to give the work so 
as to interest the pupils. As to sal- 
aries of departmental teachers Dr. 
Black stated that the minimum sal- 
ary ranged from $630 to $1,250 a 
year and the average in this state 
was $870. 


He stated that in some schools 


the 
plan 
of 
promotion 
differed. 


Some promote by grades and others 
by subjects. He stated 
that 
one 


school iu Indianapolis promoted by 
classes and that promotion did not 
come until the 
entire 
class 
was 


ready. 
In this manner more than 


two promotions a year are possible. 
Dr. Black urged teachers intending 
to take up this kind of work to take 
special preparation.
